Wilson a qualified indorsement of his 
peace appeal to the European bellig- 
erents. 


Facing the defeat of Senator Hitch- 
cock's comprehensively laudatory reso- 
lution—which result would have been 
tantamount to repudiation of the pres- 
ident's 
attitude—the 
administration 
leadei-s sought safety in 
compromise 
and accepted a substitute offered 
by 
Senator Jones, republican, expressing 
approval of only that part of the peace 
npte 
requesting 
the 
belligerents 
to 
Btate-their terms. 


This 
republican 
substitute 
was 
adopted by a vote of 48 to 17. 
By thus 
limiting its indorsement of the presi- 
dent's note, the senate avoided placing 
Itself in the attitude of approving Mr. 
Wilson's 
declaration 
in 
favor 
of 
a 
league of nations to enforce peace or 
of Secretai-y of State Lansing's asser- 
tion that the peace note was sent be- 
cause the United States is on the "verge 
of w a r " with one or more of the bel- 
jgerents. 


WiU Ask All Terms. 


Having obtained this modified in- 
doi'sement of his action in proposing a i 
peace discussion, 
the 
president 
will 
Initiate secret 
negotiations witli 
the 
belligerents to ascertain if there is a 
feasible basis for bringing the w a r r i n g 
powers together in a conference. 
He 
already has been advised informally of 
"Oitf-approximate' peace terms of the 
Teutonic powers. 


The formal entente reply to his ap- 
peal 
and 
confidential 
advices 
f r o m 
London are expected to place Mr. Wil- 
son in possession of the terms of the 
allies.

The public disclosure that Mr. Wil-

patch of another peace note. 


Text of Jones Resolution. 


The Jones resolution of qualified in- 
dorsement as adopted by the senate 
follows: 


"Resolved, That the senate approve 
and strongly indorses the request by 
the president in the diplomatic notes f)f 
Dec. 18 to the nations now engaged In 
w a r that those nation« state the terms ' 
upon which peace might be discu-ssed." 


The 
standpat 
republicans 
favored 
the resolution offered by Senator Gal- 
linger, which read: 


"That 
the 
senate 
of 
the 
United 
States, in the interests of humanity and 
civilization, expresses the sincere hope 
t h a t a just and permanent peace be- 
tween the warring nations of Europe 
majr be consummated at an early day, 
and approves all proper efforts to sc- 
cur» that end." 


This was turned down by a vote of 
36 to 27.

He implored his guards not to put 
him to death, and according to the 
dispatches he was forced along with 
blows from fists and tJie butts of rifles 
until they were outside the city when 
an orderly overtook them and ordered 
Saffis to be taken back to the barracks. 
Here ho was examined by several offi- 
cers, who being convinced of his na- 
tionality ordered him released.

American note stated that Saffis was 
in no way concerned with Greek pol- 
itics and was about to start for Amer- 
ica when arrested.

Reports given out at three hospitals 
in Fort Wayne show that the number 
of hospital cases during the year 1916 
were by far larger than in any former 
year. 
Increase in the number of pa- 
tients at the

nearly six hundred. 


The complete reports could not be 
gotten as the hospitals do not make 
out annual reports except at the close

operating in Illinois to restrain the 
Illinois state public utilities commis- 
sion from enforcing the Illinois 2 cent 
fare law.

that a ruling of the inier-state com- 
merce commission permitting a pas- 
senger rate of 2.4 cents a mile in Illi- 
nois should set aside the state law. 


The inter-state commerce commis- 
sion ruling was made on the 
com- 
plaint of residents of St. Louis and 
other 
trans-Mississippi 
river 
cities 
that the* inter-state rate of 2.4 cents 
a mile made the Illinois Central rate 
discriminatory 
against 
them. 
The 
railroads contended that the court had 
jurisdiction and that it should super- 
sede the ruling of the inter-state com- 
merce commission. 
Counsel for the 
commission insisted that to uphold a 
state rate 
when it 
conflicted with 
rates determined 
by the 
commerce 
commission would give the rate mak- 
ing power to the states instead 
of 
vesting it in the federal government. 


The ruling of the coui-t denied the 
issuance of 
a temporary 
injunction 
asked by the railroads to prevent tl«e 
public 
utilities 
commission 
from 
prosecuting violations of the 2 cftnt 
rate law, but left the main question, 
whether 
the 
inter-state 
commerce 
commission has 
power to 
establish 
intra-state rates, undetermined. 


The Jurisdiction of the court was 
upheld by Judges Evans and Carp<ih- 
ter.

The effect of outside Influences on ball 
players is constantly a source of study to i 
managers and almost every year more j 
stringent rules» are being adopted-, by t:ie ' 
pilpts to, keep their men in the height of 
playing form during the season. . 


Clarence Rowland of the White Sox i? 
the latest pilot to take a hand in the life 
of his players off the field. He has issued 
an order that his pitchers §hall be for- 
bidden from driving automobiles durini; 
the playing season. 


This will fall pretty hard on Jim Scot*, 
Urban Faber, Joe Benz and Eddie Ci- 
cotte, all of whom own cars, and it m^y 
cause other managers to adopt similar 
rules if Rowland's hunch works out. 


Baseball's case against the automobile 
is one 
which has 
occupied mana.gers* 
minds for many years. 


More than half the players in the ma- 
jors own their own cars and drive theni 
daily during the" playing season. 


In Cleveland three 
years ago It was 
charged that the poor showing of the 
team was due mainly to players paying 
more attention to their machines than 
they did to their baseball. 


Nothing came of this, however. 
Joe 
Birmingham, who managed the club that 
year, issued no orders against motoring 
and Cleveland finished a poor eighth. 


Golf is another thorn in the sides of 
managers. Last year Bill Carrigan issued 
a blanket order against his men playing 


golf. 
It is rumored that other managers 
will fall in line this year. 


The real question seems to rest in those 
players who permit their outside pleasures 
interfere with their baseball, rather than 
to the entire lot of baseball players. 


Ball players who motor or golf sanely 
never permit these pastimes to interfere 
with games. 
Carrigan admitted that he 
was forcd to make his golf order on ac- 
count of two or three players who had 
been warned repeatedly against thinking 
more of their golf timn they did of their 
baseball and the same is pi'obabiy true 
of the White Sox pitchers. 


As it would be impossible for a man- 
ager to discriminate 
against individual 
players, a few golf or automobile 
fiends 
make it bad for all their teammates.

Sleep with your windows open 
s u m m e r and winter. 
Sleep warm in 
Vv'inter by using plenty of light, warm 
blankets. 
Have fresh air in the living- 
rooni, office and shop by placing in- 
clined boards, or pieces of gla.ss across 
the lower part of the window and then 
raising the lower sash from six to ten 
inches. 
The incominjj rresh air will be 
deflected tov/ard 
the 
ceiling.

prevents a draft and gives an agree- 
able mixture of air all over the room.

It is one 
of 
the 
milder 
eruptive 
i fevers a.nd Is usua.Ily recoirnized 
by 
its peculiar catarrhal sj'mptoms and 
its characteristic rash. 


The specific infectloin of measles la 
produced in the rash, which, contrary 


j to the common opinion, invades the 
membranes of the nose and throat as 
well as the lungs and bowels. 
This 
infection f r o m within is much 
more 
virulent and more difficult to control 
than that from the skin, which is eas- 
1 ily destroyed by the use of disinfect- 
ants. 


The infection from within 
escapes 
in the secretions or discharges before 
any sign of eruption appears on the 
skin. 
The rash, orcrinarily supposed 
to be the characteristic symptom 
of 
the approach of the ulsease, is really 
only a stage in the development, and 
a stage secondar-y in time as well as 
importance. 
Therefore if the restric- 
tion of measles is to be brought about 
it is most important that the 
early 
symptoms be known. 


The early symptoms generally 
are 
watery 
eyes, 
sneezing, 
nasal 
dis- 
charges, bad breath, sore throat, or a 
tendency toward sore throat, accom- 
panied by cough and frequently fever. 


The rash appears about the fourth 
day. usually upon the back of the neck 
or forehead in the shape of small, dark 
red spots. 
The appearance of all or 
any of these symptoms should be suf- 
ficient 
cause for isolation of the af- 
flicted persons immediately and devel- 
opments awaited, as they are also the 
symptoms of several other communi- 
cable diseases. 


Measles 
is 
scarcely 
ever 
caught 
more than once. Because of this many 
ignorant persons advocate exposing a 
child 
to 
measles 
and 
"getting 
it 
through 
with." 
This, 
however, 
is 
a wrong idea that gradually is being 
uprooted by public health education.

Wealth does not alwaj^s 
mean luxuries, and neither is it essen- 
tial for the enjoyment of art. 
A love 
of art, with some ability to draw, a 
knowledge of mixing and blending col- 
ors, with lots of persistence, are the 
factors necessary for the poor man, the 
man v/ho toils, to own a home which 
might make a millionaire proud. 


For five years Anderson has been dec- 
orating his home of seven rooms, and :t 
will take another two years to finish the 
task. Already he has reproduced eight 
well-known 
pictures 
on 
the 
plaster 
walls of the house, like the painters of 
old. 
Beside these he executed a great 
deal of other Vv'ork to carry out 
liis 
ideas. 


One would naturally think that after 
the painting season for outside work 
was over Aanderson would sit by the 
fii-eplaoe, enjoy his pipe, read the war 
news and while away the long winter 
months until the return of spring, the 
flowers and birds would cause him to 
get out the paint pots, brushes and oils 
for another summer's work. 
Not 
so 
^\i!!! Anderson. 
He is too full of life 
and too industrious. 
Also he has a 
great love for his home. 


When the weather will not permit 
outside work or he is not employed on 
-joh^ anc] when the light is just 
right he paints away at home. 
He 
thinks little of the future in his work. 
The 
bridges 
are 
not 
crossed 
until 
reached, and that is the reason, he says, 
his painting is a pleasure. 


In the European countries—and An- 
derson was born there, at Landskronn, 
Rweden—the workingman an^^ his fam- 
ily are familiar with art. 
They visit 
the galleries frequently, and for that 
reason soon become acquainted with the 


famous pictures of the old masters. 
Studied Old Masters. 


T LxiXDSKRONA all of tlie public 
buildings, the schools, railway sta- 
•^ion, business houses and shops, resi- 
dences of the rich and some of the 
poorer were artistically and elaborately 
decorated. ' Across the bay at Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, a two-hour trip 
by 
steamer, was the Copenhagen Art Gal- 
lery, tilled with many pictures, and it 
was there be dreamed his dream of 
some day owning a home, with walls 
covered with pictures by his own labor. 


Whenever he had an opportunity he 
visited places where he might see 
a 
j^rett}'^ picture. Days were spent in the 
art gallery, gazing on the masterpieces 
and fixing them in his mind so they can 
never be forgotten. 


Anderson Avas of a long line of sea- 
fa i-ing ancestors. 
His father was 
a 
pilot, who placed the son in a trade 
scihool when quite young. 
It was at 
that school that Anderson decided that 
his trade would be a painter and dec- 
orator, and there he learned to mix and 
blend the primary colors, red, yellow, 
blue and black, to produce the color he 
desired. 
He received instructions in 
graining and staining, in fact every- 
thing pertaining to his trade, but noth- 
ing about art and the formation of pic- 
tures. 


At 22 years of age he c.ame to Amer- 
ica, filled with an ambition to make his 
mark in the world. 
He followed his 
trade in a number 
of 
cities. 
Three 
years of the tiiue were spent in St. 
Louis, and for a while Anderson lived 
Chicago and New York City. 
In 
those places his visits to the a\t gal- 
leries were most frequent. He attended 
the Chicago and Rt. Louis world fairs, 
where he haunted the art displays for 
da.A's at a time. 


After his marriage to 
Miss 
Maria 
Johnson of Petersburg, 111., in 1895, he 
was again taken with the desire to own 
a home which h ^ m i g h t decorate along 
the lines of 
his birthplace. 
Fifteen 
vears ago the familv went to Edwards- 
Ville. 


His 
finances 
would not permit the 
building of a home, and for ten years 
the couple rented houses. 
During the 
period he did a great deal of painting 
on canvas. 


He had married a thrifty wife, and a 
portion of his earnings Avere tucked 
away, until five years ago, when the 
Andersons saw the way clear to build a 
home of their own. 
A three-acre tract 
on North Fillmore street, just inside the 
i^itv limits, 
«^hosen as the ideal spot 
for his future abode. 


From the outside the home is a mod- 


est one. It is on a Imoll and partly 
surrounded by woodland. 
A hundred 
feet below is a stream, and its babbling 
over the pebbles may be heard during 
the sumiper months, when the family 
and their friends sit on the porch 
or 
lawn in the cool of the evening. 


Works Five Winters on Home. 


T 
h e last five winters have seen An- 
derson hard at work each 
day 
Avhen the light will permit, putting the 
finishing 
touQhes to the interior. 


" I t may 
appear 
hard 
to the 
oa- 
onlooker," said Anderson, as the 
re- 
porter watched the brush 
as it was 
guided over the surface of the walls 
with rapidity and 
dexterit3% " b u t a 
thing man wishes to accomplish is not 
work; it is mere play, no matter how 
tedious. 


" I have this room to decorate, and 
one more painting to be made in the 
dining room, and then my home will be 
finished. 
I have enjoyed it since the 
day I began, hut the pleaswres increase 
as the pictures are given 
the 
final 
strokes. 
It is probable that all will be 
completed this winter, and I will be 
ready to begin my regular work next 
spring with the thought that the desire 
of my life has been fulfilled." 


Anderson's greatest regret is that lie 
is unable to originate his compositions, 
but is forced to copy. 
He has shown 
skill in laying out his work. The colors 
are harmonious, the drawing is exact 
and well-proportioned for one who has 
had no special training in j^rt. His line 
work in decoration is very accurate. 


" I n planning the work I had no defi- 
nite idea in mind," ho said, " b u t did it 
as fancy or necessity 
directed. 
The 
small children passing up and down the 
stairs were liable to leave finger prints 
on the plaster, and so I determined to 
paint the "^galls of the stairway 
first." 


The lower portion is painted in imita- 


tion marble and the upper part is pan- 
eled with a tropical bird near the cen- 
ter of each panel. Upon reaching th« 
top landing and turning to look back- 
ward, there is on the opposite wall a 
life-sized lioness posed on rligged rocks 
surveying the surroundings. 


The Sunday newspapers assisted An- 
derson in carrying out his ideas. Dur- 
ing and after the St. Louis fair a re- 
production of some of the best-known 
pictures Avere issued as Sunday supple- 
ments. They Avere in the colors of the 
originals. 
These pictures Avere 
filed 
aAvay for future use and the painter 
has about 200 of them. 


" T h e Pilgrims," a picture 5 by 7 
feet, a famous German production, and 
a scene in the Tyrolew Alps, has been 
painted on the wall of the parlor, and

occupies a conspicuous place. An entire 
Avinter Avas required to paint it. There 
are shoAvn sixty-five men, Avonien and 
children in the painting. 
The expres- 
sion of the faces from tlie little fello'.v 
with a hobby horse to the AAdiite-haired 
grandfather have all been faithfully 
copied. 


Before attempting the copy, Ander- 
son took the printed picture and made 
a draAvin^ the size he Avi.shed. It Avas 
next carefully traced on the Avail and 
thp coloring undertaken. 


This Avintor Anderson began design- 
ing the decorations for the bedroom of 
himself and Avife. After its completion 
the final picture in the dining room will 
be undertaken. He has not decided upon 
the subject to be used. 


The entire interior is to be given r 


coat of varnish to preserve the pic- 
tures aiul make their cleaning more 
easy. They may now ho wrashed witU 
Avater or evoji better cleaned Avith a raAV 
Irish potato. The potato is cut in halves 
aiul lightly rul>bc(l over the painted 
soc.lioiis. It Avill gather the dirt and 
a ihin slice may be removed from timo 
to time. 
' 


Besides these pictures, Anderson has 
something like tAventy stored aaa'rv in 
one of the upstair closets. Some are bis 
earliest efforts. 


Anderson has five children. The oili- 
est, Miss Agda Anderson, has done i»on- 
siderable Avork in Avater colors and has 
assisted in making a mansion of their 
home. She has been active in Avork at 
the First Presbyterian Church and its 
Roeieties. 


. 
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New System 
of Offensive to 
Be Tried by the 
British as Soon 
as N e c e s s a r y Men, 
M u n i t i o n s , Guns, 
Railways and A i r 
Power Are at Hand. 


H E new year is going to see 
the allies try a new kind of 
warfare which will be known 
as the "multiple surprise of- 
fensive." 


This fact is gathered from 
the 
interviews 
of 
British 
and French military experts, 
from the speeches that have been made in the 
British Parliament and elsewhere, especially in 
the 
Asc;uith crisis, 
and 
from guarded 
state- 
ments in the British press. 


The reason for the change is that 
almost 
every on© of the allies' victories have 
been 
brought 
about 
through 
surprise attacks, 
and 
that their virtual faihire on the Somme froni 
was due to the fact that the Germans knew 
almost every move in time to check it. 


Some of the British officials have 
declared 
that the British did not v.'ant to break through 
the Somme front, that they desired only to keep 
up a terrific battle, hammering down the O a - 
man forces from the well-protected trenches (-.t 
the allies. 
In new territory, these officials ex- 
plained, the Germans would be falling back I., 
better positions, long prepared in advance, an 1 
Ihi» allies would bo in the open. 


That 
such 
statements 
were 
taken 
by 
the 
British public v.-ith a grain of salt is evidenced 
l-y the following published statement in Lon- 
lon: 


"The British effort is as mainly established iii 
the west as is that of Taissia in the east, 
must in the end break through. 
However long 
Dur purposes may be obstructed, we must 
at 
last, shoulder to shoulder with the P'rench, shat. 
ter the German lines and march forward be- 
tween the North Sea and the Vosges. 
To ob- 
taining the final break-through on the west by 
every means, 
direct 
and 
indirect,,, the 
whole 
thought and effort of Brilaiîi must be concen- 
trated. 
Otherwise there could be no hour of 
triumph, 
no thorough 
victory 
and 
no 
safe 
peace."

Warning Is Published. 


O 
NE British new.spaper recently published a 
warning: 


"Pinch younself and wake up. 
We are not 
Winning the war; we are not even holding our 
Own." 


The demand In England for a new way-of 
at- 
tacking the Germans has taken hold and prep- 
arations for the "multiple surprise offensive" 
are under way. 


The French showed the way, while the Brit- 
ish were undergoing their expensive "continu- 
ous ofïenslve" on the Somme front. 


Briefly, the "multiple surprise of offensive" is 
explained by suggesting that the British make 
two violent attacks over a front of ten mile.-? 
•ach, and that the French, in another sector do 
the same, all four attacks occurring at 
the 
•ame time, and In places least expected by the 
enemy. 


The latter part of the scheme is the hardest. 
It does not mean especially that the 
attacks 
should be planned so secretly that the Germans 
would be caught napping, but that they should 
be made so quickly that the enemy would not 
have time to properly counter attack. 


To do this, a vast amount of work 
first 
Is 
necessary. 
Again, 
In this, the 
French 
have 
Ihown the way—at Verdun. 


First, tiisro must be built a complete 
net- 
work of railways along the entire front, and 
there 
must 
be vast amounts of 
ammunition 
stored in sheUered places along the fronts. 


After the railways are completed and those 
m a t 
have been torn up by the enemy 
have 
been restored, 
the surprise attacks 
will 
be 
comparatively 
easy. 
With each advance 
the 
network of railways must be extended and re- 
paired for the next surprise attacks. 


The allies attacked suddenly at Verdun 
the 
last week of October. 
To show the success of 
the surprise attack, they penetrated the Ger- 
man lines in four hoiu-s to a depth of two miles, 
recaptured Ports 
oouaumont and 
Va^x, 
won 
^^flck in a few day» what it had taken Bie Ger- 
mans four months of colossal effort and loss to 
conguer, took more than 5000 prisoners and the 
expense v/as slight. 


The British did the same thing on the Ancre. 
The Germans have done the same with .surprise 
attacks. 
The Somme battle proper had lapsed 
into the "continuous offensive" that 
probably 
win last through the winter while the building 
of railways Is going on. 
The Germans 
were 
oermilted to ro-enforce the Somme front heav- 


ily to the depletion of other sectors. 
Then came 
the sudden terrific attack 
by the French 
at 
Verdun. 
Immediately the British made a sur- 
prisingly strong attack on the Ancre, 
seizing 
a valuable position and taking more than 6000 
prisoners. 


Hope to End War in 1917. 
• ^ H I S Illustrates the spirit and method of the 
"multiple surprise offensive," upon which 
the British and French nations now are pin • 
ning their hopes of ending the war next year. 
Otherwise, according to the experts who are 
heralding the scheme, the war will be drawn 
out for many more years. 


The plan is a complex one—with always the 
element of surprise paramoimt. 
Th» 
coming 
campaign, 
for which the British and 
French 
now are working feverisaly by building rail- 
ways, will see two or three ma.n thrusts started 
at once, then even the direction of the main 
thrusts 
will 
be 
changed, 
-ivhile the 
supple- 
mentary surprise attacks are bein? rnultiplleil. 
This would put a maximum strain, not only 


upon the enemy's resources, b i t also upon the 
enemy's nerves, say these experts. 
The per- 
petual suspense, with no part cf the German 
line safe from attack, is expected by them to 
wear out the German troops. 
Just where the 
Germans had thinned their sectors there would 
be the places for new surprises. 


Then occasionally, alw.iys with the idea of 
springing a surprise, a main thrust would be 
made, then abandoned and renewed 
suddenly 
when least expected. 


This would require a tremendous man power. 
The whole campaign rests chiefly upon 
man 
power. 
Great Britain is expected to take radi- 
cal action to meet the recent German general 
order, known in Germany as "tho general or- 
der for home defense." 
This ordar called to 
the services of the government every boy and 
man bef\|een the ages of 17 and 61. 
These 
men will not be sent to the front, but will be 
sent to the munition factorl^n, thereby releas- 
ing those workers to the army. 


The British experts declare that the question 
of munitions is no longer the main factor in 
deciding the war. 
They say the issue r«sts 
mainly upon man power—with this provision, 
quoting one: 


"First, 
more 
mobility. 
To 
facilltat« 
sur- 
prise 
by 
rapid 
transport 
of 
heavy 
artillery 
and supplies, to enable the allies to launch on 
any sector swift and crushing attacks,

Surprises Are Needed. 


Q 
UOTING from another: 


"For the necessary increase in the rate 
of advance at the selected points and In the 
relative loss Inflicted on the enemy, our troops 
and their leaders require more mobility, more 


siege niecnaiiism of vaiiou.s ivi.c.-,, ...ore gun 
power, 
air power, 
more 
man 
power 
for th-i 
rrench'rs, more labor power behind the trenches. 
The area of sudden attacks on the enemy must 
be widened. 
AA'ithin that area the factors of 
unexpectedness 
and 
surprise 
must 
have 
far 
more play. 


"To achieve final success for the allies, or to 
come In sight of it in next year's 
campaign 
of surprise attacks, England shall require many 
more men—at least one million more. 
There Is 
no doubt about this. 
He who wills the end 
must will the means. 
Now that 
the v/estern 
policy is established along the 'multiple 
sur- 
prise offensive' its unescapable logic must be 
faced. 


" A s ' F r a n c e bore the brunt of the first two 
years of the war, Britain must beai^ the brunt 
of the remainder. 
The army must be enlarged 
for the purpose. 
Sir Douglas Haig must have 
yet more men to give our present troops more 
rest and to leave our whole force fresh and 
keen." 


In short, the British are going to attempt to 
put their army on an eillciency basis. 
One of 
the first things that will be done will be the 
elimination of red tape In matters of vital im- 
portance 
to the army. 
David Lloyd 
George 
is 
expected 
to solve 
this 
problem 
with 
an 
"Inner circle,'' or committee of a few men who 
will 
have 
supreme 
autnority 
to 
carry 
out 
quickly and efflclently any demand 
from the 
army chiefs. 
One of the faults of the. British 
hertofore has been that the army chiefs would 
plan 
a 
campaign 
and

Always More Soldiers Needed. 


T 
HI'M when these now surprise thru.sts have 
been put under way, new forces—always 
more man power—would be reciuired for the 
surprise attacks inside the area covered by the 
main 
thrusts. 
To successfully carry out 
the 
scheme, the British realize that they must have 
more men than the Germans. 
It is this real- 
ization that causes tho increasing demand in 
England for enlistments, the talk of conscrip- 
tion. 
All of the available men of France are 
fighting. 
Germany 
has 
called 
out 
the 
last 
available man in the fatherland. 
It is this con- 
dition 
that 
causes 
the 
statement 
in 
London 
that "Fi-ance bore tiie brunt of the first two» 
years of the war," and "now it is up to Eng- 
land to bear the brunt of the remainder of the 
i'ghtir.g." 


The question of munitions no lonfer bothers 
eitlier the allies or Germany. 
It was the main 
trouble at first. 
Now both sides are well sup- 
plied. 
Germany, with her iron mines and oil 
flelda, is well-Jisupplled. 
The allies, with 
their 
ever increasing shipments from America 
and 
with their factories running to the utmost, do 
not lack tho required material to supply what 
men aro in the field. 


The final stage.*? of the war, the allies believe, 
depends now almost entirely upon man power, 
bcrause the other questions have been solved. 
jN'iore men will require more munitions, 
mora 
aeroplanes, more railways, especially 
in 
the 
new campaign that is planned. 
These will be 
comparatively 
easy to supply. 
Arrangements 
have been made for them. 
The only problem 
standing in the way Is the badly needed addi- 
tional million men. 


Behind the British scheme of the 
"multiplo 
surprise offensive" which was started by the 
French, is seen a diplomatic move which 
is 
carefully guarded by the British press. 
Osten- 
sibly, the million men will 
be 
used 
In 
the 
offensive. 
One 
guarded 
statement, 
however, 
puts another light upon the demand for more 
British soldiers. 
France cannot furnfth more 
soldiers. 
Tiie man power of France is at its 
height. 
The statement follows: 


"There

this explanation of why it is not given more 
fully—"we do not know when and the detail 
of thf subject is not

HIS statement i.s .si^'nilicant of what can be 
e.xperted of the JSritish if the allies aro 
successful in I rinifinir the war to an end. 
Will 
Hnsland demand the lion's share? 
Will Eng- 
land claim that she won the war, that the war 
was li st to the Cermnns as lOlG drew to a 
close and that England came to the front and 
won? 
Will Er.sjUind dominate the French front 
at the end of the war? 


Tlie final words of the statement, which was 
made by an aulhonty whose name necessarily 
is not used, adds strength 
to the 
preceding 
questions' 
The final words are: 


"We are of the firm faith that the full great- 
ness of the temper and liber of Britain will only 
lie Unowii when the long conflict comes to its 
lardcst 
and 
last 
phase before the final 
re- 
ward." 


There Is much criticism in England regarding 
the way the war has been conducted by the 
British. 
One rends and hears such expressions 
as "with suiiicient vigor of preparation, begun 
now on certain definite lines, 1917 might EVEN 
YET b.e made the year of victory." 


Other views by the British of how the trend 
of the war has been going, follow:

conviction of many of us. soldiers, eallon and 
civilians alike—the struggle would be over by 
now. 
There must bo no more of the 
mood 
which regards the indefinite extension of the 
conflict from stage to stage a s something In 
the inevitable nature of things to be passively

In their initial movement, took the Germans by 
surprise, 
and, 
as 
a 
result, 
went 
over 
the 
trenches in a rush. 


The long prepared opening was of necessity 
almost as much according to program as tha 
familiar orthodox movements of pre-Napoleonlo 
or pre-Frederlclan war. 
At first the Qermans 
were Inferior In heavy guns, aircraft and men. 
As the struggle continued on the Somme UPon 
the same unchanged lines, the Germans faoIU- 
tated their defense. 
Methods of both attack 
and 
defense were continually bettered. 
The 
Germans continued to bring up more gims to 
balance the allies' armament. 
Then, to redUO* 
losses, the front trenches, almost lightly heUW . 
became a mere screen.

purchases at the National Stock Yards for the 
year 1916 is §13,000,000 and the total since the 
beginning of the war is ?50,000,000.

at from $125 to $190 each. 


The explanation given for Italy and Franco 
buying so many mules is that they have ter- 
ritory to cover in which transoortation by pack 
animals /Is necessary, while Great Britain is 
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swept up the money. While this was going on 
seventy-five persons rushed around the room 
shouting and firing revolvers. An ordinary horaa 
would have gone into spasms of excitement. But 
Jasper's Arab stock is cool of head.

In the present conflict because of the terrific 
bombardment of giant guns, never the less has 
played an Important part. 
And the cavalry of 
all nations engaged has fotmd that the wiry 
little Western America bronco is the best ani- 
mal for the work of killing the enemy. 
The 
tough Indian pony has taken up his ancient 
heritage as a war horse. 


The importance of the cavalry in the war Is 
shown by the first two months of fighting, when 
••rmany 
was rushing its right flank across 
Flanders to the channel. 
Tliere were battles 
between the British, Belgian and French horse- 
men on the one side, and the liaiser's uhlans 
on the other. 
Mounted troops have been used 
almost continuously on the east front, where 
the allies have preferred the American mustang. 


The sales In the Middle Western war horse 
center. National Stockyards, East St. 
Loais, 
111., speak for themselves. 
Great Britain pur- 
chased from Janu.iry 1 to December 20, 1916, 
12,llü horses at an average price of $190 per 
head. 
Since the beginning of tlio war Great 
Britain purchased at this one market, 90,580 
horses. 
Not one mule wa^ bought. 


In this same market, Fiance purchased during 
the year 191G, 1!>,036 horses and 14,370 mules. 
The mules were bought only in the last year. 
The total number of horses purchased by Franco 
at the National Stockyards since the beginning 
of the war is 86,740. The average price paid was 
$150. 


Italy, in this market, bought 10,704 horses in 
1916 and 10,380 mules. 
The total number of 
horses 
bought by Italy at the National Stock- 
yards since tlie beginning of tho war is 65,440. 
The- av<!rage prico paid ior tiie horses was 5150.

A Hereditary Warrior. 


P 
KRHAJ'S the foreign military agents do not 
know the history of tlio broncu, do not 
Jinow or care, that the mustang is an hereditary 
w.-irrior. 
All they care about and realize, prob- 
ably, is that the bronco is enduring, a mea.i 
animal to "break," but when once mastert'l 
will go anywhere and do anything the one whu 
mastered him desires. 
If the master so wills 
and commands, the bronco will travel uncom- 
plainingly until he drops dead, or if that does 
not occur, he will rest up without food or water 
and do it over again, 
it is the fighting heart 
blood of a royal ancestry, like that of the 
gentlemanly 
steed of England—the 
thorough- 
bred, or like the little gentleman of a fox 
terrior dog that has been purely bred, the dog 
that will resent forever an unfair chastisement; 
or like the thoroughbred boj-, who, sensitive 
to insult will run away from home if scolded 
by his father, then fight any one who criticises 
his parent. 


To one who knows the history of the bronco it 
is easily understood why the half-wild horses 
from the plains of the United States are in de- 
mand for the European battlefields. The bronco 
is descended from the historically famous war 
horses of the Arabian deserts. His immediate 
forebears were the "Barbs" brought to America 
by proud Spanish knights. 


These "Barbs" were taken into Spain by thn 
Moorish conquerors and were in turn descended 
directly from the Bedouin war horses of the r 
deserts. 


One authority for the statement 
that 
the 
American mustang must l3e a descendant 
of the 
Arabian desert warrior Is J. Russell Manning, 
]M. D., V. S., an author and historian. Dr. Man- 
ning says: 


"This horse was brought as a domestic animal 
to the New World by the early adventurers. No 
trace of a horse (if we except a kind of cloven- 
footed species) has been found upon this conti- 
nent. We can account for the herds of wild 
horses known to have long existed in different 
parts of North and South America 
upon no 
other supposition than that they are the de- 
scendants of 
certain 
Andalusian 
mares 
and 
steeds brought over by the Spaniards and aban- 
doned by them when they no longer could ren- 
der them service, or left free to escape to the 
forests on the death of their masters In battle 
with Indians. There is one story that all these 
Imsnense herds. In both North and South Amer- 
ica, are sprung from one stallion and two mares 
that escaped from the expedition of De Soto 
through P'lorida, Georgia and elsewhere. There 
Is now a single herd in South America that 
sometimes numbers many thousands." 


The Western cowboy considers it worth the 
price of one of these wild plains animals to cap- 
ture him. Occasionally there will appear near 
civilization a beautiful stallion that is worth 
thousands of dollars for breeding purposes. Cow- 
boys are gathered and the long chase to drive 
the animal Into a corral la undertaken. Occa- 
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eionally these attempts succeed. More often they 
fail, and sometimes the stallion is so wild he is 
useless. 


Also there have been found on the Western 
plains in hidden places the dead victim of some 
other stallion's hoofs and teeth, for there al- 
ways ir. one king of the herd, and sons, broth 
ens, fathers and cousins and all their kind are 
not tolerated a second if t'he rule oi the king is 
disputed—provided the king can win his fights.

Free from Disease. 


N THIS wild state he Is free from disease and 
disorders of every kind. This is true to the 


extent 
that unless he is killed by accident he 
will live to be GO years old. 


It is on the deserts and among the Arabs (un- 
less It be with the Indians) that this breed of 
horse attains his greatest perfections as a do- 
mestic animal. 
The Arabs preso-ve the best 
I)reed3 in their purity Among the more civilized 
people the war horse soon frets himself to death 
or becomes too fat and sluggish to be of much 
value, unless he Is allowed to live in a semlwlld 
state. 


In becoming the companion of man and his 
servant the Arabian sc^ions partake In some 
measure of both man's .spirit and physical frail- 


e 


ties. It la in battle that the blood of many cen- 
turies responds to the old call of the Arabs, and 
the bronco adds to the terrors of the conflict by 
his fierceness as well as by his strength and 
swiftness. 


Survivors of eastern fi<)nt battles in Europe 
tell many stories of the American horse's fight- 
ing heart—how they plunge on into battle. Into 
the flare of gunflr«, even after the riaer has 
been shot from the saddle. Some of them have 
become attached to their soldier-masters to the 
extent that they will stand by the side of the 
fallen men, as they do In the West for the cow- 
boys, if properly trained and handled. 


George Washington and Gen. Putnam each 
had Arab horses. Washington rode his gray 
steed throughout the revolutionary war. Gen. 
Putnam escaped from the ¡British by riding at a 
headlong gallop down a steep tlight of 100 steps. 
Most of the dare-devil horses of the circus are 
of the same stock. 


This fighting streak has been recognized by 
motion-picture 
companies. 
The 
accompanying 
photo shows Mack Sennett jumping his Western 
bronco, named Jasper, from a roof 25 feet high 
into a tank of water. Just before this Jump 
Sennett rode his horse Into a frontier saloon 
and dance hall. The horse took the gambling ta- 
bles in great leaps as Sennett stooped down and 
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Mule Is & «Good" Fighter. 


A 
THOROUGHBRED might have been goaded 
into the performance, unless he had beea 
thoroughly trained, and even then high divin® 
horses usually have to be coaxed, whipped and 
pushed. 
The bronco, however, understood that 
his master was going along in the dizzy leap, 
and plunged in at the word of command. 
II 
those horses once become a friend or man, they 
will go as far as he will. One first tries to huclc 
his head off. 


A mule is a good fighter—for himself and 
safety first. 
He will trust no man, no living 
thing—himself included. Put a hungry mule into 
a field of green corn and he will eat just what 
is good for himself. Most any horse will founder. 
If a mule" becomes frightened and runs away 
In a forty-acre field, he will probably keep on 
runnihg when he comes to a barbed wire fence, 
but he will turn around first. 
A horse, one« 
frightened enough to run away usually ci4B 
himself to pieces at the first fence. 


A mule would die before he would jump off 
a roof. He probably would consider the chanca 
of getting shot, if he ever got as far as th« 
roof in the first place, then tear back down th« 
stairs a step at a time. 


The fighting hearts are still beating In th« 
sons of thousands of grand sires, whose dames, 
having gone for days without water, turned 
from an oasis to battle again for their Arab 
masters at the sound of the trumpet call.

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THE PRESERVATIVE TREATMENT OF TIMBER TO BE USED ON THE FARM

In Every Locality the Question of Preservative Treatment of Farm Timbers Should Be Given Very Careful Consideration—It is Often iDifficult for a Farmer to Treat His Own Material Efficiently, So Other Means of 
Securing the Desired Result Should Be Sought—It May Be Done Co-operatively—The Means May Vary, But it Cannot Be Too Strongly Emphasized That Every Agricultural District Should Possess 


the Facilities for Increasing the Durability of Farm Timbers By Preservative Treatment. 


The amount of wood used on the 
farms of the country and exposed to 
decay ia very great. 
The total Is 
difficult to estimate, but it undoubtedly 
amounts to several billion feet. 
This 
wood is used In various forms, such as 
fence 
posts, 
buildingr 
foundatibna, 
windmill frames, shingles, 
telephone 
poles, silos, etc. 
For such uses dura- 
bility is usually the chief requisite. 


Some woods resist decay more than 
others. 
A post of one kind of wood 
may last 10 years or more; while one 
of another kind may last only two 
years 
under 
the 
same 
conditions. 
There Is also a great difference in the 
3urability of wood of the same species 
:.nder different conditions. 
In a very 
ivot or a very dry situation «. post will 
Jr.st longer than in a situation where 
the ground is simply damp. 
It will 
last better in a compact clayey soil 
than in a loose sandy soil. 
A warm, 
moi.«t climate is more favorable to de- 
cay than a dry one, or one that has 
long, cold winters. 


Naturally durable woods are con- 
tinually growing scarcer and higher 
pricpd in most localities, and less dur- 
able 
woods must be used 
In their 
iit.-^ad. 
Many of these woods in their 
n-^lural condition will last only two or 
three years in situations favorable to 
deruv. 
It will readil5' be seen, there- 
foi e. that any reasonably cheap method 
of ir.ereasing their life will effect a 
inatcvial saving to the user. 


For a number of years the Forest 
Pervice has been conducting experi- 
ment? on the preservative treatment 
of foncc posts, poles, and other forms 
of timber exposed to decay. 
These 
experiments have been made in co- 
operation with agricultural experiment 
ftations, farmers, and various 
com- 
panies, and also upon the National 
Forests. 
They 
have 
proved 
con- 
clusively that when a suitable 
pre- 
sen-ative treatment is given the re- 
sistance of v.-ood to decay can be very 
much increased. 
. 
j 


Decay is not due to the chemical j 
action of the soil or to the fermenta-¡ 
t:nn of the sap, but Is the result of 
tiie at tinn of certain low forms of 
plant life called fungi. 
These consist, 
for tho mo.st. part, of very fine thread- , 
like filaments, collectively called my-! 
cellum, which penetrate the wood In 
nil directions. 
Certain substances in. 
the wood constitute the food of the 
fiin??i. 
As these substances are dls- 
Folved the structure is broken down, 
until the wood reaches the condition 
commonly known as rotten. 


The mycelium usually grows out to 
the surface to form compact masses 
called fruiting bodies. 
Since there are 
many kinds of fungi, there are many 
kinds of fruiting bodies. 
The various 
f o r m s 
of 
"toadstools," 
"punks," 
"brackets," or "dog ears," which are 
so frequently found growing on trees 
and dead wood, are examples of these. 
Their presence generally means that 
decay has made considerable progress 
in the wopd. 


The 
four 
requirements 
for 
the 
growth of fungi are moisture, air, a 
favorable temperature, and food. 


A damp condition of the wood Is 
probably the most favorable to decay. 
Wood can be either so wet or so dry 
that the fungi can 
not live in it. 
When submerged In water it has been 
known to last hundreds of years, and 
in perfectly dry situations it will often 
last 
indefinitely. 
Wood 
In 
contact 
with damp ground usually contains 
the right amount of moisture for the 
development of decay. 
Also, where 
timber is In contact with wood or 
other material, water frequently col- 
lects in the joints and keeps the wood 
moist for long periods of time, thus 
favoring decay at these points. 
Fa- 
miliar examples of this are decay in 
the tops of posts in board fences. In 
the joints of various kinds of build- 
ings, in porch columns, in sills resting 
on wood or stone piers, and In lumber 
piles. 
^ 


There are very few places where 
the fungus can not get air enough for 
its needs. 
When wood is burled deep. 
In the ground, especially In compact 
or clayey soil, it tends to become sat- 
urated with moisture, so that decay is 
prevented; but within 2 or 2 feet of 
the surface of the ground there Is 
usually enough air for the growth of 
the fungus. 
Conditions are most fav- 
orable, of course, just at the surface 
of the ground; and it will be noted 
that the point of greatest decay in a 
fence post is usually near the ground 
line. 
Above the ground line moisture 


Wood-destroying fungi can not grow 
at very high or very low tempera- 
tures; but there are few, if any, cli- 
mates in which the temperature dur- 
ing at least part of the year Is not 
favorable to their growth. 


The wood itself supplies the fourth 
requirement of the fungi, wjiich Is 
food. 
In order to prevent decay, it 
Is necessary to deprive the fungus of 
one or more of these four requjre-. 
ments. 
It is out of the question in 
ordinary situations to" deprive It of 
air and warmth; and though moisture 
"can sometimes be eliminated to a cer-' 
tain extent, this can not be done when 
the wopd is exposed to the weather., 
In general, therefore, the most effec-i 
tive method of preventing decay Is to 
poison the food supply; and upon this 
principle Is based the use of most 
successful wood preserv^atlves. 
j 


E^Iongfng the Life of Posts Without, 
the Use of Preser\'atives. 
j 


Posts which are to be set without' 
preservative treatment should always 
be peeled. 
The presence of loose bark 
allows moisture to collect, and thus 
makes conditions favorable to decay.. 
It also harbors wood-boring Insects, ' 
which, by boring tunnels, may both 
seriously weaken the post and make j 
conditions more favorable for rapid 
decay by affording easy access to fungi. 


The general 
Impression 
has 
been 
that seasoning wood makes it more 
durable. 
In a number of experiments 
made by the Forest Service on poles 
and ties, however, green wood 
has

appreciable protection, and It can not 
be relied upon. 


Piling stones around the basé of the 
post has sometimes been resorted to. 
This tends to keep back the weeds ajid 
allow 
the 
air 
to 
circulate 
freely 
around the post. 
In some climates, 
ho\^ever, where the ground is wet dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the year, 
the use of stones in this way has 
seemed to favor decay rather than re- 
tard it, because the post is allowed to 
dry out partially between wet spells. 
It would be better to keep it con- 
stantly wet. 
^ 


In 
dry 
sandy 
regions 
posts 
are 
sometimes very badly cut by drifting 
sand being blown against the wood. 
This effect Is sometimes called "burn- 
ing." 
Filing stones around such posts 
would, ne doubt, be effective in pre- 
venting the sand-cutting. 
It is doubt- 
ful, however, if results obtained by the 
use of stones for the sole purpose of 
preventing decay will Justify the labor 
involved. 


Setting posts in concrete may have 
a beneficial effect in some cases. 
If

moisture should reach the post, how- 
ever, It may be held there by the 
concrete and cause decay to proceed 
more rapidly. 
This is an expensive 
method of setting posts and can not 
be depended upon to prevent decay. 


ProlongUig the Life of Posts by Means 
of Preservatives. 


There are five chief requirements 
for a preservative for general use. 
It 
should be reasonably cheap, 
should 
penetrate wood readily, should not be 
corrosive to metal, should not evapor- 
ate or wash out of the wood easily, 
and should 
be poisonous to 
fungi. 
For 
special 
purposes there are, 
of 
course, additional requirements. 


Coal-tar creosote, which is a brown- 
ish-black heavy oil, practically insol- 
uble in water, is In general use for 
preserving fence posts and other farm 
timbers. 
Satisfactory penetrations of 
many species of wood can be secured 
with It, and excellent results 
have 
been obtained by Its use. . It Is con- 
sidered one of the most efficient pre- 
servatives against decay so far de- 
veloped for farm timbers exposed to 
the weather. 
It may also be used for 
inside work wherever Its color, odor, 
and other properties are not objec- 
tionable. 


Coal-tar creosotes vary considerably 
In quality; but satisfactory results may 
be obtained from any good grade, pro. 
vided a sufficient amount is put into 
the wood and a good penetration is 
secured. 
Creosotes containing a high

percentage of oils which boil at a low 
temperature are not so suitable for 
use on the farm as those which con- 
tain a lower percentage of these oils, 
because a considerable portion 
may 
evaporate and be lost during treat- 
ment. 
In some cases as much as one- 
fifth of the oil used has been lost in 
this way. 
This loss of oil by evapora- 
tion may be largely offset, however, by 
the lower price at which the low-boil- 
ing creosotes may usually be obtained. 


Tar Is not a good preservative for 
farm use: and, in general, good results 
have not ^)een obtained with it when 
applied by methods that are practic- 
able on the farm. 
Its chief defect Is 
that it does not penetrate the wood 
readily. 
Coal-tar and water-gas tar 
are also much lees poisonous to the 
organisms which cause decay than Is 
coal-tar creosote. 


Crude oil Is not sufficiently poison- 
ous for a wood preservative. 
If the 
wood 
can 
be thoroughly 
saturated 
with it, water may be kept out and 
decay prevented: but it is very diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to gret enough 
oil 
into 
most 
woods 
by 
processes 
which are practicable on the farm. 
For treating by the brush method 
crude oil is entirely unsatisfactory. 


Good results can not. in general, 4)e 
expected from paint. Unseed oil. or 
whitewash when used on fence posts 
or other timbers in contact with the 
ground. 
They do not penetrate the 
wood deeply, and the only way they 
can prevent decay is by preventing the 
entrance of fungi or moisture Into the 
wood. 
Furthermore, the wood is sel- 
dom painted on all sides; so It is 
usually possible for fuiigus to enter 
through an unpainted part. 
When- 
ever the painted film cracks or peels 
oft. decay can also enter. 
It is quite 
common to see wood decaying be- 
neath a coat of paint. 
If the wood 
were 
saturated 
with 
linseed 
oil It 
might prevent decay by keeping but 
the water; but this would be difficult 
to accomplish as well as being too 
expensive. 


Posts have sometimes been dipped 
in thin cement and allowed to dry, 
leaving a coat of cement over the sur- 
face of the wood, 
guch a coating will 
not 
keep 
out 
water 
and 
is easily 
cracked or broken off. 
Good results 
can not be expected from this treat- 
ment. 


Only sound wood is fit for treat- 
ment. 
If decay has made a start, it 
is not always entirely stopped by the 
treatment, but may continue beneath 
the treated wood until the interior of 
the post Is destroyed. 
The first thing 
to consider." then. Is the selection and 
preparation of the timber. 


Experimental Outfit Heated by Steam. 


All timber should be peeled and 
thoroughly eeasoned before the pre- 
servative Is applied. 
In peeling posts 
of pine, cedar, and other coniferous 
woods, care should be taken to re- 
move the thin inner bark from the 
part of the post that Is to be treated. 
Even small patches of this bark often 
prevent penetration by the preserva- 
tive. 


In order to obtain the best absorp- 
tion and penetration of preservative 


( the 
posts must 
be seasoned. 
The 
water and sap must come out of ths 
wood to make room for the preserva- 
tive to go in. 
Furthermore, - wood

treatment,

Seasoned wood which has been 
wet by recent rains is not in- good 
condition to treat. 
' 


The best place for rapid seasoning 
is an exposed location on high ground. 
On damp or low ground or near a 
stream seasoning will take place much 
more slowly, and the wood will n^ver 
get quite so dry. 
If properly piled in 
a good location, posts will usually sea- 
son sufficiently for treatment in from 
60 
to 
90 
days 
of good 
seasoning 
weather. 
In exceptional cases they 
have 
been 
known 
to season 
in 
a 
month. 


It is sometimes difficult to determine 
from its appearance whether timber Is 
sufficiently seasoned or not. By weigh- 
ing a few representative posts at regu- 
lar intervals it is possible to determine 
the degree of seasoning vejry closely. 
When an ordinarj' sized post properly 
piled for seasoning does not lose m ^ a 
than a pound or two in weight during 
a week of good seasoning weather it 
may be considered dry enough to treat. 


Some woods, such as oak and chest- 
nut, check very badly when dried too 
rapidly. 
It is well, if possible, to cut 
and peel such timber in the fall or 
winter, so that 
by the time 
warm 
weather comes It will be partially sea- 
soned. 
Woods like pines, firs, etc., are 
usually not affected so seriously as the 
oaks by rapid seasoning. 


The posts should be open piled, so 
that 
the 
air 
will 
circulate 
freely 
around each one. 
The bottom of the 
pile should be raised 6 inches or, a 
foot from the ground. 
If the ground 
Is dry. 
the posts can 
be seasoned 
where they are cut by lay^g them 
upon rocks or brush, or keeping' them 
off tl>e ground In any other way.^^Eo^ts 
shoilld never be piled in close piiesT or 
allowed to lie on the ground: for under 
such conditions they will frequently 
start to decay before they are seasoned.

Most of the seeds have a smooth, 
rounded, and light-colored scar at the 
base. 
The appendages of the seed are 
mostly entire, expanded, cup shaped, 
and smooth at the apexes, correspond- 
ing with the scar at the base of the 
seed. 
The uniformly smooth border of 
the expanded, cup-shaped apex,

The prevailing color of mature seed 
hulls is blackish brown.

relatively narrower embryo. 


Some of the seeds of Johnson grass 
present a short stem, owing to failure 
to separate at the articulation of the 
rachis and spikelet.- 
In such cases, 
the distinct suture at the articulation 
In Johnson grass, evident under a good 
magniper, appears to be an unfailing 
mark of distinction between the seeds 
of Johnson grass and Sudan grass. 
Corresponding with the occurrence of ' 
stem-bearing seeds, some of the for- 
mer seeds show incomplete, broken ap- 
pendages, similar to those which occur 
In the latter. 


In the seeds of both Sudan grass and 
Johnson grass some Individuals have 
a stem from one to three times as long 
aâ the seed. 
This is the portion of 
the branch immediately below the jieed 
cluster, and the seed Is the lowest one 
of the cluster. 


Examinatlop of various samples of 
Sudan grass and Johnson grass seeds 
has shown the combined characters of 
size of seed in the hull, the presence 
or absence of the articulating suture, 
and finally the size, form, and color of 
the grain, including the relative size of 
the embryo to be conclusive points of 
distinction.

WARSAW MURDERER 


IS GIVEN PAROLE 


Joe Plew Granted Clemency by Gov- 


ernor Ralston After Serving 


Thirty Years. 


Warsaw, Ind., Jan. 6.—After serv- 


ing thirty years in the state peniten- 
tiary at Michigan City for murder, 
Joseph Flew, sentenced from Koscl- 
usko county on September 10. 1SS7, 
has been granted a parole by Gov- 
ernor Ralston, according to word re- 
ceived here. The action comes as quite 
a. surprise to residents of this county 
as many efforts in the past to secure 
his freedom nad failed. 


Plew, after 
a lengthy 
trial, was 


found guilty of murdering Henry Dun- 
ham, his baby and brutally assaulting 
Dunham's wife, who recovered after 
hovering between life and death for 
many weeks. The crime was one of 
the most ghastly ever committed in 
this county. The Dunham family re- 
sided on a. farm near Kuhn's Landing. 


The body of Dunham was found in a 


hog pen and had been badly mutilated 
by the animals. 
The body of the 


babe and the mother- were found in 
the house. It is said that Plew was 
employed on the farm at the time and 
shortly after the deed was discovered, 
was placed under arrest and charged 
with the murder.

Statistics collected and computations made by Dr. John N. Hurty, 


etate health commissioner, establish the interesting fact that the ave- 
rage duration of life in Indiana increased from 36.3 years in 1900 to 
45.7 years in 1915. In other words, people in Indiana are now living an 
average of 9.4 years longer today than they did fifteen years ago, the 
gain amounting to about twenty-five per cent, in the average length of 
life. It means, also, that they are living better because of clearly ap- 
parent conformity to general conditions that make for longevity. 


The showing is especially interesting when taken in connection 


trith the frequent contention that people nowadays are living too fast 
End too furiously. They are keyed to concert pitch in both work and 
play, and whatever they do is done at high speed. The contrast in 
modes of life is frequently strikingly drawn by those who feelingly re- 
fer to what they term "the good old days." and who profess to long 
for a return to the standards of living and the simplicities of life 1o 
which memory carries them back. Yet these figures by Dr. Hurty 
Beem to give all the best of the argument to present standards, and in 
the phrase of a well-known advertiser, "There's a reason." Improve- 
ments and innovations that lift burdens of toil and conserve humau 
exertion in gaining a livelihood have helped to bring the better show- 
ing. 
Yet most important of all, we think, and contributing most 


largely to the increasing length of life in Indiana has been the health 
crusades through which health officials and physicians generally have 
beaten into the public mind elemental truths on the question of cor- 
rect living and correct habits. We are living longer because we are 
beginning to accept these admonitions at their face value, and to heed 
them. That is the real "why "of it. 


Whether or not it shall finally develop that there was real basis 


for rumors that official information had "leaked" in Washington in 
time to permit stock market plungers to make a killing before the in- 
formation became generally public, Congressman Wood, of Lafayette, 
has manifestedly stirred up a life-sized sensation by revelation of the 
reports that came to him. 
With admirable caution, too, he expressly 


disclaims responsibility for the rumors and distinctly stipulates tha't 
he is making no charges against anyone, merely "telling the tale as 
'twas told to me." So far as yet heard from, each individual whose 
name has been involved in the mess has come forward with a straight- 
out and unequivocal denial of any such crookedness. It may be that 
a "leak" actually occurred, and if Mr. Wood's effort shall bring it to 
light, it will have been worth while. Yet there should not be over- 
looked the bare possibility that stock market men who make their 
living by guessing may have merely done an extraordinarily fine job 
of it in this instance, and that collusion with somebody in Washington 
was vastly more apparent thftn real. At any rate, we want to get at 
the bottom of the thing.

Year 1916 Brought Larger 


Number of Patients Than 


Ever Before. 


Reports given out at three hospitals 


in Fort Wayne show that the number 
of hdspital cases during the year 1916 
were by far larger than in any former 
year. Increase in tho number of pa- 
tients at the St. Joseph's, Lutheran 
and Hope over the preceding year was 
nearly six hundred. 


The complete reports could not be 


gotten as the hospitals do not make 
out annual reports except at the close 
o ftheir fiscal year. It Is said, how- 
ever, that the number of accident 
c&ses was much larger. Sick patients 
were numerous, whil 
patients who 


underwent operations were the great- 
est in number. 


From the figures available it is 


learned that the number of 'deaths in 
the hospitals regardless of the large 
number of patients, w:-s less than the 
preceding year. 


The increase in the number of pa- 


tients is explained by the fact that 
the population of the 
city has in- 


creased largely during" the past year 
so that the percentage is not much 
larger than in former years. 


During the year 1916 the St. Jo- 


seph's hospital took care of 2,704 pa- 
tients, the Lutheran 1,914 and the 
Hope hospital 1,076.

Deny Restraining Order to

in Illinois. 


Chicago, Jan. 6,—Judges Evans, 


Carpenter and Landis of the United 
States district court today denied the 
petition 
of 
twenty-eight 
railroads 


operating in Illinois to restrain the 
Illinois state public utilities commis- 
sion from enforcing the Illinois 2 cent 
fare law. The railroads contended 
that a ruling of the inter-state com- 
merce commission permitting a pas- 
senger rate of 2.4 cents a mile in Illi- 
nois should set aside the state law. 


The inter-state commerce commis- 


sion ruling was made on the com- 
plaint of residents of St. Louis and 
other 
trans-Mississippi 
river 
cities 


that the inter-state rate of 2.4 cents 
a mile made the Illinois Central rate 
discriminatory against them. 
The 


railroads contended that the court had 
Jurisdiction, and that it should super- 
sede the ruling of the inter-state com- 
merce commission. 
Counsel for the 


commission insisted that to uphold a 
state rate 
when it 
conflicted with 


rates determined .by the 
commerce 


commission would give the rate mak- 
ing power to the states instead ot 
vesting it in the federal government.

The incoming rresh air will be 
deflected toward the ceiling. 
This 


prevents a draft and stives an agree- 
able mixture of air all over the room. 
The deflectors maybe fastened in place 
by cleats or adjusted by means of 
small chains. 


To avoid cold infection, keep away 


from the careless cougher, sneezer 
ST:;! spittcr. It is through coughing, 
sneezing and spitting rather than 
through normal breathing that the 
germs from the lungs, throat and nose 
are sprayed into the atmosphere anu 
breathed In by others. 


The mouth and teeth should not be 


Kept as a, menagerie for bacteria. 
Brush the teeth at least twice a day 
nnd keep them In good repair at all 
times. 


In treating a cold, begin early. The 


earlier the better. First of all secure 
prompt, free and easy bowel action. 
A hot foot bath should also be taken 
nnd the patient should then go to bed. 
Rest, fresh air, abundance of water 
and free bowel action are the prime 
factors in promoting a speedy cure.

Studied Old Masters. 


AT LANDSKRONA all of the public 


buildings, the schools, railway sta- 


tion, business houses and shops, resi- 
dences of the rich and some of the 
poorer were artistically and elaborately 
decorated. 
Across the bay at Copen- 


hagen, Denmark, a two-hour trip by 
steamer, was the Copenhagen Art Gal- 
lery, filled with many pictures, and it 
was there ho dreamed his drcarn of 
some day owning a home, with walls 
covered with pictures by his own labor. 


"Whenever he had an opportunity he 


visited places where he might see a 
pretty picture. Days were spent in the 
art gallery, gazing on the masterpieces 
and fixing them in his mind so they can 
never be forgotten. 


Anderson was pf a long line of sea- 


faring ancestors. 
His father was a 


pilot, who placed the son in a trade 
school when quite young. 
It was at 


that school that Anderson decided that 
his trade would be a painter and dec- 
orator, and there he learned to mix and 
blend the primary colors, red, yellow, 
blue and black, to produce the color he 
desired. 
He received instructions in 


graining and staining, in fact every- 
thing pertaining to his trade, but noth- 
ing about art and the formation of pic- 
tures.

In 
those places his visits to the a\t gal- 
leries were most frequent. Ho attended 
the Chicago and St. Louis world fail's, 
where he haunted the art displays for 
days nt a time. 


After his marriage to Miss Maria 


Johnson of Petersburg, 111., in 1895. he 
was agair\ taken with the desire to own 
a home which ho might decorate along 
the lines of his birthplace. 
Fifteen 


roars ago the family went to Edwards- 
villo. 


His finances would not permit the 


''iiilding oi a homo, and for ten years 
the couple rented houses. During the 
period ho did a great deal of painting 
on canvas. 


Tfo hml married a thrifty wife, and a 


portion of his earnings were tucked 
away, until five years ago. when the 
Andersons saw the way clear to build a 
home of their own. A three-acre tract 
on North Fillmore street, just inside, the 
r>ity liinitc. ivns ehoson as the, ideal spot 
for his future abode. 


From the outside the home is a mod- 


est one. It is on a knoll and partly 
surrounded by woodland. A hundred 
feet below is a stream, and its babbling 
over the pebbles may be heard during 
the summer months, when the family 
and their friends sit on the porch 07 
lawn in the cool of the evening. 


Works Five Winters on Home. 


THE last five winters have seen An- 


derson hard at work each day 


when the light will permit, putting the 
finishing touches to the interior. 


"It may appear hard to the on- 


onlooker," said Anderson, as the re- 
porter watched the brush as it was 
guided over the surface of the walls 
with rapidity and dexterity, "but a 
thing man wishes to accomplish is not 
work; it is mere play, no matter how 
tedious. 


"I have this room to decorate, and 


one more painting to be made in the 
dining room, and then my home will be 
finished. I have enjoyed it since the 
day I began, but the pleasures increase 
as the pictures are given the final 
strokes. It is probable that all will be 
completed this winter, and I will lie 
ready to begin my regular work next 
spring with the thought that the desiro 
of ray life has been fulfilled." 


Anderson's greatest regret is that lie 


is unable to originate his compositions, 
but, is forced to copy. He has shown 
skill in laying out his work. The colors 
are h;.rmoninus, the drawing is exact 
and well-proportioned for one who has 
had no special training in art. His line 
work in decoration is very accurate. 


"In planning the work T had no defi- 


nite idea in mind," h(< said, "but did it 
ns fancy or necessity directed. The 
small children passing up and down the 
stairs were liable to leave finger prints 
im the plaster, and so T determined to 
paint the walls of the stairway first." 


The lower portion is painted in imita- 


tion marble and the upper part is pan- 
eled with a tropical bird near the cen- 
ter of each panel. Upon reaching t,h« 
top landing and turning to look back- 
ward, there is on the opposite wall a 
life-sized lioness posed on rugged rocks 
surveying the surroundings. 


The Sunday newspapers assisted An- 


derson in carrying out his ideas. Dur- 
ing and after the St. Louis fair a re- 
production of some of the. best-known 
pictures were issued as Sunday supple- 
ments. They were in the colors of the 
originals. 
These pictures were filed 


away for future use, and the painter 
has about 200 of them. 


"The Pilgrims," a picture 5 by 7 


feet, a famous German production, and 
a scene in the Tyrolean Alps, has been 
painted on the wall of the parlor, and

occupies a conspicuous place. An entire 
winter was required to paint it. There 
are shown sixty-five men, women nud 
children in the painting. The expres- 
sion of the faces from the little fellow 
with a hobby hor.se to the white-haired 
grandfather have all been faithfully 
copied. 


Before attempting the copy, Ander- 


son took the printed picture and made 
a drawing the size he wished. It, was 
next carefully traced on the wall ami 
the coloring undertaken. 


This winter Anderson began desir- 


ing the decorations for the bodroom"of 
himself and wife. After its completion 
the final picture in the dining room will 
be undertaken. He has not decided upon 
the subject to be used. 


The entire interior is to be given n 


coat of varnish to preserve the pic- 
tures and make their cleaning- more 
easy. 
I hey may now be washed with 


water or oven bettor cleaned with a raw 
Insh potato. The potato is cut in halves 
and lightly rubbed over the painfd 
sections. It will gather the dirt and 
a thin shoe may be removed from timo 
In time. 


Besides these pictures, Anderson baa 


something like twenty stored awav in 
one of the upstair closets. Some are his 
earliest efforts. 


Anderson has five children. The olrf 


cst, Miss Agda Anderson, has done con- 
siderable work in water colors and has 
assisted in making a mansion of their 
home. She, has been active in work at 
the First Presbyterian Church and its 
societies.

HE new year is going to see 


tho allies try a new kind of 
warfare v.'hlch will be known 
as the "multiple surprise of- 
fensive."

and French military experts, 


from the speeches that have been made In the 
British Parliament and elsewhere, especially in 
the Asqulth crisis, and from guarded state- 
ments In.the British press. 


Tho reason for the change Is that almost 


every one of the allies' victories have been 
brought about through surprise attacks, and 
that their virtual failure on the Somme front 
was due to the fact that tho Germans knew 
almost every move In time/ to check It. 


Some of the British officials have declared 


that the British did not want to break through 
the Somme front, that they deslrefl only to keep 
up a terrific battle^ hammering down the Ger- 
man forces from tho well-protected trenches ot 
the rlllcs. In new territory, these officials ex- 
plained, the Germans would bo falling back I" 
better positions, long prepared in advance, anJ 
•• 


thi> allies would bo In the open.

That such statements were taken by the 


British public with a grain of salt is evidenced 
Vy tho following published statement In Lon- 
lon: 


"The British effort Is as mainly established 1» 


the west as is that of Russia In tho east. \V« 
must In tho end break through. However long 
our purposes may bo obstructed, we must at 
last, shoulder to shoulder with the French, shat. 
ter tho German lines nnd march forward be- 
tween the North Sea and the Vosees. To ob- 
taining tho final break-through on ths west by 
every means, direct and Indirect, tho whole 
thought and effort of Britain must be concen- 
trated. Otherwise there could bo no hour of 
triumph, no thorough victory and 
no safe 


peace."

The demand In England .for a new way of at- 


tacking the Germans has taken hold and prep- 
arations for the "multiple surprise offensive" 
are under way. 


The French showed the way, while the Brit- 


ish were undergoing their/expensive "continu- 
ous offensive" on the Somme front. 


Briefly, the "multiple surprise of offensive" Is 


explained by suggesting that the British make 
two violent attacks over a front of ten miles 
smch, and that the French, In another sector do 
the same, all four attacks occurring at the 
lame time, and In places least expected by the 
enemy. 


Tho latter part of the scheme Is the hardest. 


It does not mean especially that the attacks 
Bhould be planned so secretly that the Germans 
would be caught napping, but that they should 
be made so quickly that the enemy would not 
have time to properly counter attack. 


Sly to the depletion of other sectors. Then came 
the sudden terrific attack by the French at 
Verdun. Immediately the British made a sur- 
prisingly strong attack on the Ancre, seizing 
a valuable position and taking more than 6000 
prisoners.

Hope to End Wai In 1917. 


"PHIS Illustrates the spirit and method of the 


"multiple surprise offensive." upon which 


the British and French nations now are pin • 
nlng their hopes of endlns the war next year. 
Otherwise, according to tie experts who art 
heralding the scheme, the war will be drawn 
out for many more years. 


The plan Is a complex ane—with always the 


element of surprise paramount. Thi coming 
campaign, for which the I:r!tish and French 
now are working feverls.i'.y by building rail- 
ways, will see two or three ma-n thrusts started 
'at once, then e%"en the dlrectlcn of the main 
thrusts will be changed, while the supple- 
mentary surprise attacks are being multiplied. 
This would put a maximum strain, not only

because the other questions have been solved. 
More men will require more munitions, more 
aeroplanes, more railways, especially In the 
new campaign that Is planned. These will be 
comparatively cusy to supply. Arrangements 
have been made for them. The only problem 
standing in the way Is the badly needed addi- 
tional million men. 


Behind the British scheme of the "multiple 


surprise offensive" which was started by the 
French, is s«en a diplomatic move which Is 
carefully guarded by the British press. Osten- 
sibly, the million men will bo used In

been put under way, new forces—always 


more man power—would be required for the 
surprise attacks inside the area covered by tho 
main thrusts. 
To successfully carry out the 


scheme, the British realize that they must have 
more men than the Germans. It is this real- 
ization that causes tho increasing demand in 
Knglnnd for enlistments, the talk of conscrip- 
tion. AH of the available men of France are 
fighting. 
Germany has called out the last 


available man In the fatherland. It is this con- 
dition that causes the statement in London 
that "France Ijore the brunt ot the first two 
years of the war," and "now it is up to Kng- 
land to bear the brunt ot the remainder of the 
fighting." 


The question of munitions no longer bothers 


either the allies or Cermany. It-was the main 
trouble at first. Now both sides are well sup- 
plied. 
Germany, with her Iron mines and oil 


fields. Is well supplied. 
The allies, with their 


ever increasing shipments from America and 
with their factories Tunning to the utmost, do 
net lack the required material to supply what 
men are in the field. 


Statement Is Significant.

HIS statement Is slKnlflcant of what can be 


expected of the Uritish If tho allies are 


successful in hrlnglng the war to an end. Will 
England demand the lion's share? Will Eng- 
land claim that she won tho wnr, that tho war 
was lost to the Germans as 1315 drew to a 
clAsc and that England cama to the front and 
won? Will KiiRland dominate the French front 
at the end of the war? 


Tim final words of the statement, which was 


made by 0» authority whose namo necessarily 
is not used, adds ^trength to the preceding 
questions. The final words arc: 


"\Vc are of the firm faith that the full great- 


ness of the temper and fiber of Britain will only 
l,e known when the long conflict comes to Us 
rardtst and last phase before the final re- 
ward."

One reads fnd hears such expressions 
as "with sufficient vigor ot preparation, begun 
now on certain definite lines, 1917 might EVEN 
YKT be made the year of victory."

The long prepared opening was of necessity

"Those who could help to shorten the war, 


even by three months, would do a greater 
service than has ever been rendered to man- 
kind. So far as this country is concerned, the 
war can only be shortened by putting the very 
utmost of our strength and brain into it as early 
us possible next year."

"The Somme offensive at tho outset was an 


experiment, though an experiment tremendous 
beyond any In the history of arms. It was a 
colossal test of the 'single thusf—of continuous 
wedge driving in one direction. Before July 
what could be done in a (riven time and what 
vioukl bo tho cost were factors entirely un- 
known. It seemed possible that cither the Ger- 
man front would be broken before Christmas, 
or that an extensive withdrawal of the enemy's 
long, impregnable line would bo compelled be- 
fore Christmas. As a result of the great ex- 
periment, we know that neither of these aims 
can be realized as soon as was expected, though 
from beginning to end immortal things have 
been achieved."

And the cavalry of 
nil nations engaged has found that the wiry 
little Western America bronco Is the best ani- 
mal for the work of killing the enemy. The 
tough Indian pony has taken up his ancient 
heritage as a war horse. 


The importance of the cavalry in the war Is 


•town by the first two months of fighting, when 
••rmany was rushing Its right flank across 
Flanders to the channel. There were battles 
between the British, Belgian and French horse- 
men on the one side, and the kaiser's uhlans 
on the other. Mounted troops have been used 
almost continuously on the east front, where 
the allies have preferred the American mustang.

A Hereditary Warrior. 


P 


EIIHAPS the foreign military agents do not 


know the history of the bronco, do not 


know or care, that the mustang is an hereditary 
warrior. All they care about and realize, prob- 
ably, Is that the bronco is enduring, a mean 
animal to "break," but when once mastered 
will go anywhere and do anything the one who 
mastered him desires. If the master so wills 
and commands, the bronco will travel uncom- 
plainingly until he drops dead, or if that doe? 
not occur, he will rest up without food or water 
and do it over again. It is the fighting heart 
blood of a royal ancestry, like that of the 
gentlemanly steed of England—the thorough- 
bred, or like the little gentleman of a fox 
<orrior dog that hns heen purely bred, the dog 
that will resent forever an unfair chastisement; 
or like the thoroughbred boy. who, sensitive 
to insult will run away from home If scolded 
by his father, then tight any one who criticises 
his parent. 


To one who knows the history of the bronco it 


Is easily understood why the half-wild horses 
from the plains of the I'nited .States are in de- 
mand for the European battlefields. The bronco 
is descended from the historically famous war 
horses of the Arabian deserts. His immediate 
forebears were the "Barbs" brought to America 
by proud Spanish knights. 


These "Barbs" were taken into Spain by the 


Moorish conquerors and were in turn descended 
directly from the Bedouin war horses of the 
deserts. 


One authority for the statement that the 


American mustang must, be a descendant of the 
Arabian desert warrior is .1. Russell Manning, 
M. D., V. S.. an author and historian. Dr. Man- 
ning says: 


"This horse was brought as a domestic animal 


to the New World by the early adventurers No 
trace of a horse (if we except a kind of cloven- 
footed species) has been found upon this conti- 
nent. We can account for the herds of wild 
horses known to have long existed in different 
parts of North and South America upon no 
other supposition than that they are the de- 
scendants of certain Andalusian mares and 
steeds brought over by the Spaniards and aban- 
doned by them when they no longer could ren- 
der them service, or left free to escape to the 
forests on the death of their masters In battle 
with Indians. There is one story that all these 
immense herds, in both North ami .South Amer- 
ica, are sprung from one stallion and two mares 
I h:il escaped from the expedition of 1> So to 
through Florida. Georgia and elsewhere. There 
is nmv a single herd in .South America that 
fcomi;tlmes numbers many thousands." 


Th.- Western cowboy considers it worth the 


price of one of these wild plains animals to cap- 
ture him. Occasionally there will appear near 
civilization a beautiful stallion that is worth 
thousands of dollars for breeding purposes. Cow- 
boys am gathered and the long chase to drive 
the animal into a corral Is undertaken. Occa.- 
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sionally these attempts succeed. More often they 
fail, and sometimes the stallion is so wild he is "!*«!" that Ulllcss 
h<= is killed by accident he 
will live to be 60 years old. 


It is on flic deserts and among the Arabs (un- 


less It be with the Indians) that this breed ot 
horse attains his greatest perfections as a do- 
mestic animal. The Arabs preserve the best 
breeds in their purity. Among the more civilized 
people the war horse soon frets himself to death 
or becomes too fa£ and sluggish to be of much 
value, unless be Is allowed to live In a semlwiid 
state. 


In becoming the companion of man and his 


servant the Arabian scions partake in some 
measure of both mnn'a spirit and physical frail- 


useless. 


Also there have been found on the Western 


plains in hidden places the dead victim of some 
other stallion's hoofs and teeth, for thure al- 
ways is one king of the herd, and sons, broth- 
ers, fathers and cousins and nil tho.ir kind .ire 
not tolerated a second if the rule of the king is 
disputed—provided the king can win his tights.

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Free from Disease.

N THIS wild state he is free from disease and 


disorders of every kind. This is true to the 


ties. It is in battle that the blood of many cen- 
turies responds to the old call of the Arabs, and 
the bronco adds to the terrors of the conflict by 
his fierceness as well as by his strength and 
swiftness. 


Survivors of eastern front battles in Europe 


tell many stories of the American horse's light- 
ing heart—how they plunge on into battle, into 
the flare of gunrh-e, even after the rider has 
been shot from the saddle. tSome of them have 
become attached to their soldier-masters to the 
extent that they will stand by the side of the 
fallen men, as they do in the West for the cow- 
boys, if properly trained and handled. 


George Washington and Gen. Putnam each 


had Arab horses. Washington rode his gray 
steed throughout the revolutionary war. Gen. 
Putnam escaped from the British by riding at a 
headlong gallop down a steep tlight bf 100 steps. 
Most of the dare-devil horses of the circus are 
of the same stock. 


This fighting streak has been recognized by 


motion-picture companies. The accompanying 
photo shows Mack Sennett Jumping his Western 
bronco, named Jasper, from, a roof 25 feet high 
Into a tank of water. Just before this Jump 
Sennett rode his horse Into a frontier saloon 
and dance hall. The horse took the gambling ta-

THOROUGHBRED might have been goaded 


Into the performance, unless ho had been 


thoroughly trained, and even then high divine 
horses usually have to be coaxed, whipped and 
pushed. The bronco, however, understood that 
his master was going along In the dizzy leap, 
and plunged in at the word of command. It 
those horses once become a friend or man, they 
will go as far as he wllL One first tries to buck 
his head off. 


A mule is a good fighter—for himself and 


safety first. 
He will trust' no man, no living 


thing—himself included. Put a. hungry mule into 
a field of green corn and he will eat just what 
is good for himself. Most any horse will founder. 
If a mule becomes frightened and runs away 
In a forty-acre field, he will probably keep on 
running when he comes to a barbed wire fence, 
but he will turn around first. A horse, once 
frightened enough to run away usually cilO 
himself to pieces at the first fence. 


A mule would die before he would Jump off tf 


a roof. He probably would consider the chance 
of getting shot, if he ever got as far ag th« 
roof in the first place, then tear back down th» 
stairs a step at a time. 


The lighting hearts are still beating In th« 


sons of thousands of grand sires, whose dames. 
having gone for days without water, turned 
from an oasis to battle again for their Arab 
masters at the sound of the trumpet call. 


The shades of the old Arab steeds have noth- 


ing to be ashamed of In the tales of loyalty and 
bravery ehown by the Western horses on th« 
fields of battle In Europe. 


They were created to fight, the Arabs be- 


lieve, and have lost none of their spirit in the 
long centuries their blood has endured. The 
traditions as to the origin of this Arab stock 
are numerous. According to John Gilmer Speed 
the author, one tradition was expressed by tha 
Emir Abd-El-Kader in 1854, In a letter address- 
ed to Gen. Daumas, a division commander who 
served long In Arabia and who was later a 
senator of France. 
He said that God created 


the horse before man, and then this domestic 
animal was handed down, "first; from Adam 
to Jshmael; second, from Ishmael to Solomon; 
tnird, from Solomon to Mohammed; fourth' 
from Mohammed to our own times." 


This tradition of the Araos has a very 


significant meaning, as they claim that Ishmael 
was not only one of themselves, but their 
founder, for "is it not written In the Bible that 
when Hagar, Abraham's woman, fled Into th« 
wl'derness, an angel appeared to her and said:

In Every Locality the Question of Preservative Treatment of Farm Timbers Should Be Given Very Careful Consideration—It is Often Difficult for a Farmer to Treat His Own Material Efficiently, So Other Means of 


Securing the Desired Result Should Be Sought—It May Be Done Co-operatively—The"Means May Vary, But it Cannot Be Too Strongly Emphasized That Every Agricultural District Should Possess

the Facilities for Increasing the Durability of Farm Timbers By Preservative Treatment. 


The amount of wood used on the 


farms of the country and exposed to 
decay IB very great 
The total Is 


difficult to estimate, but it undoubtedly 
amounts to several billion feet. This 
wood Is used In various forms, such as 
fence 
posts, 
building 
foundations, 


windmill frames, shingles, telephone 
poles, silos, etc. For such uses dura- 
bility is usually the chief requisite. 


Some woods resist decay more than 


others. A post of one kind of wood 
may last 10 years or more, while one 
of another kind mayflast only two 
rears under the same conditions.} 
There Is also a great difference in thej 
Surabillty of wood of the same species 
_nder different conditions. In a very 
wet or a very dry situation a post will 
!-.=t longer than in a situation where 
the ground Is simply damp. 
It will 


last better In a compact clayey soil 
than in a loolse sandy soil. A warm, 
moist climate Is more favorable to de- 
cay than a dry one, or one that has 
long, cold winters. 


Naturally durable woods are con- 


tinually growing scarcer and higher 
priced* in most localities, and less dur- 
able woods must be used In their 
stead. Many of these woods in their 
n-vtural condition will last only two or 
throe years In situations favorable to 
dernv. It will readily be seen, there- 
fore, that any reasonably cheap method 
of increasing their life will ,effect a 
niate:i.il saving to the user. 


For a number of years the Forest 


Pf.rvice has been conducting experi- 
ments on the preservative treatment 
or fence posts, poles, and other forms 
ff timber exposed to decay. 
These 


experiments have been made In co- 
operation with agricultural experiment 
stations, farmers, and various com- 
panies, and also upon the National 
Forests. 
They have proved con- 


clusively that when a suitable pre- 
servative treatment Is given the re- 
sistance of wood to decay can be very 
much Increased. 


Decay Is not dne to the chemical 


action of the soil or to the fermenta- 
tion of the sap. but Is the result of 
the net ion of certain low forms of 
pinnt life called fungi. These consist, 
for the^most part, of very fine thread- 
like filaments, collectively called my- 
celium, which penetrate the wood In 
nil directions.

folvod the structure Is broken down, 
until the wood reaches the condition 
commonly known as rotten.

The mycelium usually grows out to 


the surface to form compact masses 
called fruiting bodies. Since there are 
many kinds of fungi, there are many 
kinds of fruiting bodies. The various 
f o r m s of "toadstools." "punks," 
"brackets," or "dog ears," which are 
so frequently found growing on trees 
and dead wood, are examples of these.
